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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner respectfully maintains the grounds of 
rejectiion given in the Final Office Action. Regarding claims 1,11, 18, 26. 31 t and 33 in particular, Examiner respectfully submits that 
Russell et al. disclose elements including head end unit 332 that are directed to the base station recited in the claims, and Russell et al. 
disclose the recited optical base station (i.e., optical node 342). Although the terminology used in Russell et al. differs slightly from the 
recited claims, Examiner maintains that the elements disclosed by Russell et al. nevertheless constitute a "base station" connected to an 
"optical base station" that are generally similar in function to elements in the recited claims (see full discussion in the Final Office Action). 
Also, regarding claim 7 in particular, Examiner respectfully notes that although a clock unit is not explicitly shown in the Figures, Russell 
et al. disclose in column 31, lines 3-9, that clock units are used to synchronize elements such as local oscillators which are part of the 
optical connecting unit disclosed by Russell et al. (see Figure 25, for example). 
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
